According to Dr. Lowell Bei¬ 
lin Springfield Commissioner of 
Public Health, 50 or 60 persons 
in Springfield have thus far been 
saved from blindness during the 
past three years because the 
glaucoma which they unknowing¬ 
ly had was detected and treated. 
Every person found to have high 
pressure was notified to see their 
eye doctor. Generally, eye drops 
prescribed by the doctor is all 
that is needed to reduce pressure 
and prevent further deteriora¬ 
tion of sight. 
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It wasn’t so very long ago when a trip to Europe was the cause 
of considerable excitement—an excitement shared not only by the 
happy travolers-to-be, but by their families, friends, remote acquain¬ 
tances and the just plain curious. 

The word went round the village or the neighborhood, carried 
by that mystic, unseen telegraph which was such an efficient, if un¬ 
predictable, agency of communication in that simple era when just 
about everyone knew or was interested in everyone else. It was re¬ 
ceived with a shaking of heads, with pursed lips, and with smiles. 

Usually, those who were about to embark on the gi*and adven¬ 
ture, were the leaders of the community—the banker, the head of the 
principal factory, a successful doctor or lawyer.

In another time, ‘‘abroad” was a star that only the very few 
cbuld follow. The difference now is something we all take for 
granted—it ..deserves the word ‘‘incredible.” A news release from 
Pan American World Airways, our principal international airline, 
tells us that in January of this year it flew 768 million revenue pas¬ 
senger-miles!

The fish was 2834 inches long 
and had a girth of 1734 inches. 
Again that afternoon, he weighed 
another brown trout, caught by 
Clarence V. Smith- of Easthamp- 
ton, Mass., which hit the scales 
at five pounds, 13 ounces. 

I would say that the Conga- 
mond Lakes are giving Quabbin 
stiff competition in the size of 
fish being landed, and the amount 
of fish taken by fishermen is 
tremendous. States to the north 
of us are finding it hard to top 
the “whoppers” that are being 
taken in this state. 

The annual freshwater sport- 
fish awards program run by the 
Division of Fisheries and Game 
is in effect again this year. 
Freshwater fish caught by li¬ 
censed anglers qualify for a 
bronze pin if they meet certain 
minimum sizes or weights, and 
for a gold pin and wall plaque 
if they come out tops for the 
year. A total of 131 sporting 
goods stores are signed' up as 
checking stations. 

Qualifying minimums for vari¬ 
ous species in the divison’s Mass. 
Freshwater Sport Fish Awards 
program are: Large mouth bass, 
six pounds; smalj bass, three 
pounds; northern pike, eight 
pounds; pickerel; four pounds; 
rginbow trout, four pounds; shad, 
five pounds; bluegill, 10 inches; 
bullheads, 15 inches; channel cat¬ 
fish, 16 inches; crappie, 15 inch¬ 
es; white perch, 14 inches; yellow 
perch, 14 inches; and brook trout, 
15 inches. 

This program runs through the 
fishing season, which does not 
end until next Feb. 28. 


Stream fishing this spring has 
been exceptionally productive to 
many anglers in the area. The 
cry that the good size trout were 
being stocked in the lakes, while 
the four and five inch minnows 
were being placed in the streams 
lias been heard in the past when¬ 
ever fishermen gathered... it 
can’t be said this year! 

We witnessed a phenomenal 
creel of trout taken out of the 
Deerfield River opening day. Five 
fishermen started fishing just 
above the Monroe Bridge at day¬ 
break and by 7:15 a.m. were 
heading home with 26 trout. The 
largest trout weighed five and 
six pounds and none of the fish 
were under 10 inches in length. 
Since then we have talked with 
many anglers who fished the 
same river opening day and 
found out that many caught their 
limit. Lee Champigny, employee 
of the town of Agawam took his 
limit Sunday, the 17th, at the 
power station pool and Donald 
Loncto, Cleveland St., Feeding 
Hills, also filled his basket with 
the legal number the same day.

TILT PIN ADJUSTMENT 

The outboard motor is designed to 
push a boat straight ahead with 
minimum effort and resistance In¬ 
correct tilting in either direction 
changes the angle of hull attack 
with a resultant loss of efficiency. 
Improper tilt angle can reduce boat 
speed by as much as one-quarter to 
one-half, say the Mercury outboard 
experts When the tilt pin is set too 
far back, the outboard motor’s 
thrust tends to push the stem down 
and the bow up. Often the bow 
will then, interfere with the oper¬ 
ator’s vision The stern digs into 
the water, wasting your power, and 
the windage drag on the hull is in¬ 
creased enormously, which also 
wastes power Because the anti¬ 
cavitation plate is being dragged at 
an angle through the water, un¬ 
necessary underwater drag and 
wave action also result. When the 
tilt pin is too far forward, the bow 
tends to dig in and the stern rides 
high. Large bow and stern wakes 
result. The boat begins to plow 
through the water instead of plan¬ 
ing over it.
